Mr. Harriman refuses to discuss this 
transaction with even his closest 
ness associates. He and his friends 
are now making a struggle to control 
the meeting of the Illinois 
etockholders. If the courts should re- 
fuse to allow the Harriman party 
vote their stock the meeting, it 
of course, likely that Mr. 
will be left with the control 
Central of Georgia, and that its 
will not amount to much to him, 
however, as likely, does 
the Illinois Central, through his own 
and the Union Paeific holdings, it-is 
not at all unlikely that it will be found 
to the advantage of the Illinois Cen- 
tral to purchase Mr. 
ings of Central of Georgia stock. 

[It must be borne in mind that if Mr. 
Harriman had purchased this Cen- 
tral of Georgia control whén he did, 
the stock would probably have been 
obtained by the Rock Island railroad, 
which would have conflicted decidedly 
with the interests of the Illinois Cen- 
tral. Thus, the transaction must be re- 
garded purely as a personal effort on 
Mr. Harriman's part to protect the 
future interest of the Illinois Central 
and to procure at least for operation 
in harmony with the interests of the 
Illinois Central, if not as a part of its 
system, control of an important line 
2,000 miles in length, which it happen- 
ed could be obtained for an outlay of 
no more than three million dollars. 

Will Make Improvements. 

Should Mr. Harriman or the railroad 
interests with him retain permanent 
eontrol of the Central of Georgia, as 
they very likely will, there is no ques- 
. tion but what that property will be 
very greatly improved physically, and 
that the amount of traffic, which it 
would derive from its friendly connec- 
tions, will be greatly increased. It is 
known that Mr. Harriman considers 
the property of great future impor- 
tance, and that the Morgan interests 
do not look with favor upon this In- 
vasion in their territory. Mr. Har- 
riman’'s policy with regard to the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific systems, 
on which two hundred and fifty million 
dollars for improvements have becn 
spent under his management, indicates 
how liberal a program he {is likely to 
adopt under favorable circumstances 
for the Central railway. 

It has alwavs been the Harriman pol- 
icy to spend lavishly for betterments 
that pay for themselves In development, 
and nandling of a larger volume of 
traffic. That he belfeves in the possi- 
bilities of the Central is shown by his 
purchase of its stock, and that under 
his control the needs of the terrttoryv 
served would be better provided for 
than ever before. is promised by the 
history of every railroad now under 
Harriman’s control. It is worth noting, 
also, that Harriman was the first to 
resume railroad construction suspend- 
ed as a result of the money stringency.

Patrolman for Ten Years. 

Patrolman Manier was elected to the 
in 1897. In 1903 he was e.ected 
sergeant, serving in that capacity until 
the election of last year. He was on 
the morning watch during all the time 
of his service until a few days ago, when 
he was changed to the day watch. 

He was a superb specimen of physical 
manhood, 8tanding 6 feet 3 inches in 
his bare feet and weighing 260 pounds 
A high mentality, coupled with his fine 
courage and excellent physique made 
him an ideal officer. It was only an wn- 
lucky turn of the political wheel that 
causeg him to be reduced to the ranks 
after the election of last year. 

It {s understood that it was the defi- 
nite intention of Patrolman Manier te 
quit the police force at. the first of the 
year and go into business for himself, 
He was only prolonging his connectios 
until the passing of the hottdays, during 
which time the police department will 
be more than usually hard worked. It 
was the.irony of fate that after ten 
years of exposure to the dangers of po 
lice life he was cut down within a few 
days of what he intended to be its con- 
clusion. 

Patrolman Manier is survived by his 
wife and one child, a son of three years. 
His wife was one of the musicians of 
the city, being engaged at the Piedmont 
at the time of the incipiency of the 
courtship which culminated in the mar- 
riage of the now severed couple, 

A gloom was cast over the whole po- 
lice foree by. the death of their beloved 
comrade. From Chief Jennings to the 
youngest supernumerary on the force 
the sorrow was deeply felt. 

There has been no other officer killed 
while on duty since the murder of Hang 
Drasbach by John Harris, a negro, who 
stabbed the officer in a saloon .at the 
corner of Decatur street and Piedmont 
avenue Ovtober 3, 1903. Harris wes 
hanged.

Mr. Lyon, of Texas, seconded the 
nomination. There being no other 
names before the committee, ,Mr. New

Inder the terms of the law the secre- 
tary’s acceptance of these bids, the al- 
lotments of bonds to individuals and 
institutions will be confined to the

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CLEVELAND TALKS 
ON INSURANCE 


Says it Is the Bulwark of the 
Mass of the 
People. 


—_—-- 


New York, December 6.—Grover 
Cleveland presided at the annual meet- 
ing of the Association of Life Insur- 
ance Presidents, which was held today 
at the Hotel Belmont. The presidents 
of twenty-five insurance companies 
who are not members of the associa- 
tion were present today when the in- 
formal session was called to order, and 
it was said that all of them would be 
admitted to membership in the organ- 
ization. 
‘Several state commissioners of in- 
surance attended the meeting, includ- 
ing Commissioners Rittenhouse, of 
Colorado: Folk, of Tennessee, and Bee- 
dle, of Wisconsin, 

The cultivation of a closer and more 


intimate relationship between the life 
insurance companies and their policy- 
holders was advocated by Mr. Cleve- 
land in an address. 

‘“With fairness and liberality on the 
part of the companies,” said Mr. Cleve- 
land, “and understanding what the 
policies mean on the part of the in- 
sured ,they ought to be friends with a 
mutual interest. 

“The mass of the common people of 
the land,” Mr. Cleveland said, “regard 
life insurance as a strong defender 
against the havoc of death and a com- 
passionate benefactor against the de- 
privtions of pitiless want.” 

Mr. Cleveland said the companies al- 
ready have done mucch to repair their 
damages disclosed by the insurance 
investigation. "They have purged 
themselves of those directly responsi- 
ble for wrongdoing,” said he, “and 
have adopted methods for the transac- 
tion of their business which, in most 
important ways, enforce fidelity and 
honest efficiency.” 

That some of the sections of the re- 
cently enacted fnsurance laws of New 
York should be repealed and others 
amended was the opinion expressed by 
Darwin P. Kingsley, president of the 
New York Life Insurance company. 
Mr. Kingsley said he would not ask to 
have any laws repealed which make 
the companies sound and honest. : 

The provision of the law applying to | 
the limitation of new business, he said, | 
Was an incorrect conclusion, based 
upon false philosophy. 

In presenting a paper on “recent 
Wisconsin legislation,” by Frederick 
Felinghuysen, president of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance company, Mr. 
Rhodes, of that company, announced 
that the Mutual Benefit will withdraw 
from business in Wisconsin at the end 
of the present year. . 

Paul Morton, speaking on the topic, 
“Valuation of Assets,” said that much 
fault was found with the life insurance 
companies because of the big bank bal- 
ances which they carried. Yet if 
every life insurance company in this 
country had continue@ those balances 
instead of investing their money cur- 
rently, they would today be able to

ef the series of discontinuances that are 
to foliow in other divisions in the South- 
ern road. 

Catting to the Bone. 

Tt is known here that orders have been 
@iven covering every department of the 
Southern railway to cut expense 
#0 its last reducible minimum. 

It is said that the campaign of re- 
trenmchment has gone «so far in- 
elude instructions to various 
eities of the system to reduce even their 
etenographic force. In some instances 
focal representatives who 
fore been allowed the assistance of one 
stenographer, have been instructd to do 
their own writing. 

The progress of work of double- 
tracking the main line between Wash- 
ington and Atlanta has been intlefinitely 
diseohtinued, and the only work that will 
be done wil! be in a few places where 
# would cost more to withdraw the con- 
tractors from work now under way than 
to permit them to finish. Contractors 
heave, however, been withdrawn from all 
other double-tracking.

Chief Justice J. H. Hazelrigg, of the 
Kentucky court of appeals, in the Caleb 
Powers trial here today, testified that 
a few seconds after the shot was fired 
that killed Goebel he adjourned court 
and walked to the window of the ante- 
room hooking gut over the capitol grounds 
and saw three men, one with a gun, 
come to the entrance of the executive 
building from which the shot appeared to 
be fired. One the afterwards identified 


lating as if pointing out where Goebel 
fell. 

Liveryman Gaines testified similarly, 
but neither of these witnesses directly 
connected Powers with the assassina- 
tion. 

J. Hugh Smith testified to hearing Ca- 
leb Powers at the November election in 
the Goebel-Taylor race make threats 
against Goebel. 

All testimony offered during the day 
was for the purpose of proving to the 
jury the existence of an alleged con- 
epiracy, on which the whole fabric of 
the Powers prosecution depends, and 
that the conspiracy extended over sev- 
eral of the mountain counties of east- 
ern Kentucky; that the object was to in- 
timidate the general assembly, the mem- 
bers of the contest committee and fail- 
ing in this attempt, the contest was 
sought to be ended by the killing of 
Goebel. 

‘During the examination late today of 
Secretary of State H. V. McChesney, 
the pardon issued to Caleb Powers by 
W. S- Taylor exonorating him from re- 
sponsibility for complicity in the alleged 
Goebel murder conspiracy, was mention- 
ed. It was shown that Powers had at- 
tested by official counter-signature the 
pardon granted to himself. This and 
the executive journal which, with its 
record of the actg of W. S. Taylor as 
governor, was put in evidence, was the 
cause of many theated controversies be- 
tween opposing counsel

A Curious Psychological Study. 

FATHER AND SON. Anonymous. The 
paternal influence over the immature 
mind is here demonstrated in striking 
fashion, in conjunction with the in- 
evitable and involuntary assertions of 
the child's: individuality. Ostensibly 
anonymous, the book has been traced 
with fair accuracy as the work of Ed- 
mund Gosse, librarian of the house of 
lords, and finished scholar, the father 
being the late P,.

The son is 
represented as of singular adventurous 
temperatment, commingled with a most 
unmodern reverence ror the wishes 
and philosophy of his father.

Wash, trim.carefully and put on in cold 
water, enough to cover well. When it begins 
to boil, allow a quarter of an hour for each 
pound, letting. it both«slowly. When a fork 
stuck in, comes ott easily, it is done. He- 
move the skin, ttim, ond serve. 

HAM-BOLbEDsIN WIND; 


Wash and gcrape Well;. place in pot large 


enough without, cramping, pour on. two bot- 
tles of dry wine and. sufficient water to cover 
ham. Boil slowly four ‘hours for ham weigh- 
ing ten pounds: add fifteen minutes for every 
additional pound. When done remove from 
pot and allow to get cold; then skin and 
cover with a batter made of one egg, a Iittle 
milk, butter and craeker crumbs; place in 
baking pan and bake yntil a nice brown. 


SPICED. HAM, 


Wash a ten pound bam in cold water. Put 


in a large boiler, and nearly fill with water; 
add two blades of mace, a dozen cloves, half 
a dozen pepper corns and a bay leaf. Set over 
a slow fire, let heat. gradually; let simmer 
for an hour and a half, then boil gently, fif- 
teen minutes to every pound. When done, let 
céol- in the water in which it was boiled. 
Take up and skin. Brush over the fat with 
beaten egg, sprinkle with bread crumbs in 
which is mixed a tablespoonful of brown, or 
white sugar. 
TO DBPVIL COLD’ HAM, 

Cut in slices one-third of an inch thick, 
Season with cavenne pepper and dip in mus- 
tard .dressing. Broi] a few minutes and serve 
hot. 

HAM PIE. 

Make a puff paste, (not very rich), and 
line a shallow pie-plate with it; chop fine 
two teacupfuls of good remnants of, cold 
boiled ham; cut into rings, two cold, hard- 
boiled eggs and two blades of celery. Put in 
the plate a layer of ham, a light layer of 
celery and one of eggs; now cover with the 
pastry, (rolled thin). Cut two or three slits 
in the top, pour in a half-teacupful of hot 
water and bake in a quick oven. Brown the 
bottom crust before putting in the meat, if 
preferred. This is nice served with mayon- 
naise dressing.

CLOSED BY EDUCATORS 


Resolutions Adopted Showing What Was Discussed and 
What Educators Believe Should Be 
Accomplished. 


The meeting of southern educators, 
which has been holding for three days 
Jat the Pieffmont hotel, and the doings 
of which have elicited a general out- 
side interest because of the personnel 
of the well known men participating. 
adjourned yesterday afternoon, and 
many of the visitors left on the night 
trains for their homes. 

The gathering was most representa- 
tive, and was unanimously voted to have 
been a @Gelightful and ‘profitable occa- 
sion. 

Dr. Edward Anderson Alderman pre- 
sided over the various sessions of the 
meeting as chairman of the campaign 
committees for state educational work, 
and as a member of the executive 
board of The Conference for Education 
in the Sovth, and an inspirational vis- 
itor to the sessions was Robert C. Og- 
den, president of that organization. 

States Officially Represented. 

The etate departments of education 
of Virginia and North Carolina were 
formally represented in the meeting, 
and the state superintendents of edu- 
cations of Texas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, Florida, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, TVennessee, 
Arkansas were personally present. 

There has perhaps never been a larger 
number of state superintendents in the 
south personally together in conference 
at any one time or place. 

Besides these there were present. in 
the conference men, who, though not 
educators, are practically interesting 
themselves in educational activities. 

Hon. J. Y. Joyner, state superintend- 
ent of eéducation, of North Carolina, 
was chairman of a committee on res- 
olutions. 

Afver earnest and extended debate the 
declarations embodied in the resolutions 
were agreed upon unanimously as rep- 
resenting the consensus of opinion on 
the part of those present, and as they 
cover briefly the broad scope of the 
meeting and the many subjects dis- 
cussed they are reproduced in full. 

Subjects Discussed. 

The resolutions are as follows: 

Your committee beg leave to express their 
gratification at the encouraging progress of 
the work in the respective states in 

1. The cultivation of public sentiment for 
education. 

2. The increase of-funds by state appropria- 
tion, local taxation, and otherwise for edu- 
cational purposes. 

3. The improvement of school 
grounds. 

4. The organization and utilization of edu- 
cational and civic forces fot the improve- 
ment of educational conditions. 

6. The increase of salaries of teachers and 
country superintendents. 

7. The consolidation of 
tricts and transportation. 

8. The establishment of rural 
ries. 

They recommend and urge a continuation 
and cé@éaseless stimulation of all this work. 

They récommend for special attention and 
emphasis in the work of the immediate fu- 
ture, 

1. Improvement 
the strategic point 
system, 

8. The establishment and adequate main- 
tenance and equipment of public high schools 
as a necessity in any modern system of edu- 
cation, a right of every boy and girl, rural 
and urban, and an efficient means of linking 
the elementary public schools with the col- 
leges and universities and of improving the 
seholarship of the rank and file of public 
school teachers, and the intelligence and effi- 
ciency of the entire citizenship of the state. 

3. Imfustrial and agricultural education in 
the elementary and secondary public schools 
to give better and more practical prepara- 
tion for the life that the majority of the 
puplis of these schools will lead and the work 
that they will do. 

$. The education and professional training 
of teachers to meet the just demand for 
more efficient servicé for more money by in- 
creased taxation. 

5. Systematization and unification of the 
work of the schools from the elementary 
Schools through the colleges and universities. 

6. Increased attendance by urging the im- 
portance of education, and, also, by conserva- 
tive legal requirement in such communities 
@s are prepared for this. 


Edgar Gardner Murphy Talks. 

Doctor Edgar Gardner Murphy, of 
Montgomery, Ala., secretary of the 
southern educational board, and sec- 
rétary of the meeting. stated after the 
adjournment yesterday afternoon: 
“The gathering has been full of inter- 
est for all present and has marked a 
decisive step forward in the educa- 
tional progress of the south. 

“We have confined ourselves to ex- 
ecutive sessions, not because there 
were any formidable or mysterious 
plotting under consideration. but sim- 
ply in order that the interchange of 
views might be as free and spontane- 
ous and untrammelled as possible. 

“The very informality of the ses- 
sions and the absegce of any specific 
program made it easy to get down and 
out of the region of vague generalities 
and to deal squarely and helpfully 
with concrete things, 

“The nature of the resolutions illus- 
trate the spirit and trend of the dis- 
cussions.

Influences That Cause Dalliness Are 
Holding of*Kesources by Small 
Banks, Causing Premium on 
Currency and Hardening 
of Money Rates.

New York, December 6.—Today’g stock 
market lacked much of the animation of 
that of yesterday, but was even more 
irreguiar in its movements. The _ ten- 
dency, until the middle of the day, was 
to a higher level, but without the vigor 
of the epurts which carried prices Up 
yesterday. The heavy tone at the out- 

set was attributable to the news of the 
closing of a national bank at Pittsbureé. 
The effect was shorter lived and less pro- 
nounced than that of the Kansas City 
failure of the-day before, and, in fact, 
the suspension was soon seen to be of 
much less importance. The Kansas City 
failure, on the other hand, continued to 
create a bad impression, and its influ- 
ence extended to foreign markets. An- 
other unfavorable influence on stocks 
was the sustained premium on currency 
which was paid on some large aniounts 
during the day and a rather firmer tone 
of the call money market. The recovery 
in the currency premium was said to 
be due partly to the demand for weekly 
payrolis. The Pittsburg bank fafllure 
also had some influence on the demand 
for currency. It is evident that so jong 
as cash resources are so much held in 
smaller bankg throughout the country, 
as the responses to the comptrolier’s call 
reveals that they are, there will be @ 
vast curtailment of the usual facilities 
of exchange by checks on the banks in 
the central reserve points. The lack Of 
the usual resourceg for use of such pa@r- 
tial substitutes for money, and which 
perform many of the functions of money 
in normal conditions of credit, undoubt- 
edly accounts, in large part, for the per- 
sistence of the premium on the cur- 
rency Until the banks outside of the 
central reserve cities avail themselves 


of redepositing one-half or two-fifths of 
their reserves in the central reserve 
benks, the dislocation, of domestic ex- 
changes will continue to a greater or 
less extent. The significant facts in the 
day’s news in this connection were the 
fall to par in the New York exchange 
rate at Chicago for the first time since 
the closing of the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company and the decline to a discount 
of the New York exchange at Boston. 
The hardening of the call money rate 
may have had a connection with 
payment of a $3,000,000 installment on 
Great Northern stock, which was made 
today. It has not escaped notice that 
the sudden rise in the Hill stocks initia- 
ted the rally in stocks, and come very 
opportinely for stockholders who hai 
the payment to make today and one of 
$11,625,000 on January |! for an install- 
ment on subscriptions on Northern Pa- 
cific new stock and the expanded deai- 
ings in stocks which have accompanied 
the week’s rise on the prices muet also 
have increaséd the borrowings of funds 
on call.

we do not think that Secretary Wilson is 
in a position to know any more before the 
a@gricultural departmént’s information is com- 
plefed, than we do. We aré not less bullish, 
but after a continuous advance in the market 
of 160 points we think a temporary limited 
reaction natural and favor liquidating and 
buying backon any décline for a good pull, 
as cotton prices are destined to soar very 
much higher. The cotton crop of the United 
States is two-thirds or more exported every 
year, and this, being a comparatively very 
small crop, the staple is worth 8 to 8 cents 
a pound more than it is selling at today, re- 
gardiess of the temporary financial  strin- 
gency. 

Our friends in the south will confer a favor 
by advising us of conditions as to holding cot- 
ton, particularly in the seed.
